The fact that I have classed the prohibitionist*

We 
find tho Prohibition party, in it* past history, de- 
voted Itself to other matters besides the liquor in- 
terests. In the platform adopted at Columbus, O., on 
February 23, 1872, we find in addition to declara- 
tions for entire and absolute prohibition, it also in- 
cluded platform planks on public service, finance, 
mtersiHU* commerce, tariff, labor, education. Im- 
migration, and last but not least e<jual suffrage. So 
you see that even in 1872 there were other mat- 
ters besides prohibition considered necessary to the 
welfare of our nation. 


Again, at tha convention held at Plttsburg In 


.May, 1896, we note the committee on platforms pre- 
sented a majority and minority report, thus indi- 
cating that even In this political party all was not 
harmony. Our authority says: "After a -long and 
quite n< rimonious discussion confined mainly to thu 
suffrage and financial plank proposed b> the mi- 
nority had been rejected by tho convention In a 
majority of 40 out of a full vote of 814 vote?, a sub- 
stitute was offered by the resolution committee and 
was upon motion adopted." 
This was known as 


the "single issue" platform 
It la apparent that onr 


prohibition party was very rtmllar to the debates 
usually witnessed In the Democratic and Republican 
parties. It Is interesting to note that this platform 
of 1896 sideatep'ped the issue of equal suffrage, but 
in our local campaign it is the cry of the Law En- 
forcement league that the women vote will win for 
them.
